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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER. 

The following report for the eleven months ending February 
15th,, 1912, is respectfully submitted. 

Fewer cases than usual of the milder contagious diseases 
have appeared during the last 3^ear. There having- been 2 cases 
of measles, 6 of mumps, 7 af chicken-pox, and 6 of whoop- 
ing cough. Diphtheria while not epidemic has been rather more 
prevalent than in former years, 8 cases having occurred, with 
one fatal termination. Last summer poliomyelitis made its first 
appearance here since 1894, and 8 cases were reported from this 
town. There was one case of scarlet fever and one of typhoid. 

The prevalence of smallpox throughout the state made it 
seem advisable to urge vaccination in the schools, especially as 
there had been no general vaccination since 1900. Accordingly 
free vaccination was O'ffered to all the school children, and as a 
result over 375 pupils have been successfully vaccinated. 

Sanitary conditions about the town are for the most part 
good. One exception to this, however, is on West St., where the 
three tenements known as the "Columbian'' houses stand. These 
buildings are not fit for people to live in and as tenement houses 
they should be condemned. 

During the epidemic of infantile paralysis last summer an 
isolation hospital was established and was kept open till the dis- 
ease abated. At present we have no building ready for future 
emergencies of this kind. And I recommend that some building 
be procured or erected and kept for the isolation of contagious 
diseases. 

During the period which this report covers there have been 
issued 23 permits for burial in Proctor Cemetery, and 8 for re- 
moval to and burial in other towns.
